WORKING FOR HER RESCUE 


REPORT THAT BRIGANDS GIVE 
MORE TIME FOR RANSOM, 


Nothing Officially Confirming This 
Rumor Has Been Received by the 
State Department at Wash- 


ington. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—Nothing official 
has been received here to confirm the re- 
port that the brigands who hold Miss 
Stone in captivity have extended the time 
for the payment of her ransom. The State 
Department is still working vigorously to 
obtain the missionary’s release. 

While all the officials, including the Pres- 
ident, declare that secrecy is the essence 
of success in the work of the State Depart. 
ment, these two things were decided upon: 

First—The United States will not treat 


with the brigands. 

Second—If possible the ransom should be 
paid to the Bulgarian Government. 

These two simple pro itions are the 
key to the action of the State Department 
and President Roosevel 

The decision of the Stat te Department not 
to treat with the brigands shows that the 
Department, urged 4 President Roosevelt. 
has put the burden of safety of Miss Stone 
on Bulgaria, and that she will be 
held to immediate account if Miss Stone, @ 
citizen of the United States, is maltreated 
by the brigands—citizens of Bulgaria. 

The second proposition shows that.in all 
probability Mr. Dickinson, the diplomatic 
representative of the United States to Bul- 
garia, has been instructed to advise the 
Bulgarian Government of the efforts being 
made to raise the amount of ransom. 

A third proposition, which is probably the 
secret of the State Department, is that Mr. 
Dickinson has been cabled the authority to 
guarantee, not to the brigands but the Bul- 
garian Government, the amount of ran- 
som.

WHITE MAN ACCUSED OF GRAVE 
CRIME SHOT TO DEATH. 


HAD BEEN THE TOWN. TERROR 


He Was Taken From Officers at Ruth- 
erford, Tenn., and His Body 
Riddled With Bullets,

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 8.—A white 
man named Matthew Wilson, residing near 
Rutherford, a small town not far from 
Trenton, Tenn., has been lynched. He was 
arrested on Saturday afternoon charged 
with having entered the home of his father- 
in-law a few nights ago with the intention 
of criminally assaulting his 16-year-old 
sister-in-law, He was also held on the 
charge of house-breaking.

Citizens of Rutherford heard a fusilade 
about 11 o'clock on Sunday and about an 
hour later the lifeless body of Wilson wag 
found lying by the side of the railroad 
track.

DEATH PENALTY FOR TWO. 


Negroes Executed at Philadelphia for 
Murder of Prof. White. 
PHILADELF'HIA, Pa., Oct. 8—Henry 
Ivory and Charles Perry, both negrovs, 
were hanged here today for the murder of 
Prof. Roy Wilson White, teacher in the law 
department of the Universitiy of Pennsyl- 

vania. 


Prof. White was attacked on the street 
near that institution in West Philadelphia 
at a late hour on the night of May 19, 1990, 
and beaten to death with an iron bolt, The 
motive was robbery, as the victim's cloth- 
ing was almost torn off and his pockets 
had been riiled. 

Soon after the commission of the crime 
a citizen met two negroes a block distant 
from the spot where Prof. White was 
murdered. n the following day the police 
dragnet was thrown out and many negroes 
were arrested. Henry Ivory, of this city 
was among those captured and identified 
as one of the two men seen in the vicinity 
the previous night. Later Chas, Perry was 
arrested. 

Both were subjected to the sweating 
system by the détectives and confessed 
complicity in the crime, but said the actual 
murder was committed by Amos Stirling, a 
companion. SB8Stirling was afterward ar- 
rested at Trenton, N. J. He denied al! 
knowledge of the murder and said he was 
not acauainted with either Perry or Ivory. 
These two were tried together, convicted 
and twice respited. Stirling had a separate 
trial and was convicted in the first degree.

Miss Townley Said to Have 
Taken Poison. 


DISLIKED HER STEPMOTHER 


GIRL SEEMED A DRUDGE IN HER 
FATHER’S HOUSE. 


Sisters of the First Mrs. Townley Said 
to Have Been Displeased When 
Widower Brought a New 
Wife From the West. 


NEW YORK, Oct. A secret family feud 
which started 10 years ago has been re 
vealed by the death of Miss Annie Austin 
Townley, 22 years old, at the home of her 
wealthy father, James Henry Townley, in 
Westfield, N. J. The young woman com- 
mitted suicide by taking poison. In a state- 
ment which she made shortly before her 
death, she gave no reason for her act. 
The family physician attributes it to a 


temporary aberration of the mind, but rel- 
atives of Miss Townley say she lived un- 
happily with her stepmother. 

ss Townley’s own mother died in 1889. 
The mother also left a son, Fraak, who is 
now 18 — old and is serving as a naval 
apprentice on the battleship Aiabama. 

hen the first Mrs. Townley died her 
brother’s widow, Mrs. A. R. Austin, tock 
her place as head of the household. Mr. 
Townley, who was then connected with a 
prominent firm of blacking manufacturers, 
Was accounted one of the most prosperous 
men iff Westfield. There was a local sen 
sation when, about two vears after his 
first wife’s death, he returned from a west- 
ern trip with a bride. Mrs. Austin at once 
moved to a cottage in Orchard street, West 
field, only a stone’s throw from the hand- 
some Townley home in Elm street. It is 
said that the first Mrs. Townley’s sisters 
Mrs. Robert Clark of No. Pulaski 
street, Brooklyn, and Mrs. James Bonstill, 
who lives in Eighth avenue, Manhattan— 
were displeased with Mr. Townley’s second 
marriage, and that this was the commence- 
ment.of the family trouble which has con- 
tinued ever since. 


Seemed a 

Household Drudge. 

Mr. Townley’s son finally went to sea 
against the wishes of his father. Annie 


Townley was a shy, shrinking girl, who 
avoided ety as she grew to young wor- 
anhood. To the neighbors, who saw her 
only in the garments of a kitchenmaid 
working about her father’s home, she 
seemed to be a household drudge. Her 
father and stepmother told their friends, 
however, that she had lenty of fine 
clothes which she would not wear and that 
they had urged her in vain to make friends 
among girls of her own age. 

The sudden death of Miss Townley was 
announced last Friday night. A close 
friend of the family told the following 
story of the young woman’s death to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday after- 
noon: 


Miss Townley had not been in her right 
mind for several weeks. Her symp#ms 
were those of melancholia, and there was 
talk of taking her to New York to be 
treated by a specialist. Last Friday was 
the day selected for the trip, but when 
Miss Townley arose that morning she told 
her stepmother that she would not go. 

“The girl did not appear at the breakfast 
table. A search was made for her and she 
was found in the laundry violently ill. Dr. 
Kinch attended Miss Townley, but at 8 p. 
in, she sank into a stupor from which she 
never revived. 

Before becoming unconscious she con- 
fessed in the presence of her father, step- 
mother and Dr. Kinch that she had taken 
rat poison. Her symptoms were those of 
arsenical poisoning. r. Westcott of Fan- 
* , the county physician, was summoned 
and with his consent Dr. Kinch issued a 
certificate of death from acute manta. 


Kept Relatives 

in the Dark. 

Miss Townley’s maternal relatives were 
not notified of her death by her father. 


They learned of it, however, through Mrs. 
Austin, and Mrs. Clark and Mrs. Bonstill 
arrived in Westfield Monday afternoon, 
only to find that their niece had been 
buried. Mrs. Clark learned in some manner 
that Miss Townsley had died from poison, 
and declared that she would cause an in- 
vestigation. She has not yet brought the 
matter to the attention of the authorities, 
but is making inquiries on her own ac: 
count in Westfield. When seen yesterday 
at the home of Mrs. Austin she said: 

“I am not ready to make any charges 
regarding the death of my niece. I want 
to know all the facts before I do * Opes 
I do not even know that she was the vic- 
tim of poison, but my suspicions have been 
excited by the reports I have heard and 
by the fact that I and my sister were not 
notified of her death. 

“I have every reason to believe my dead 
sister’s children were ill-treated. Frank 
ran away from home and came to me more 
than two years ago. He told me that he 
and Annie did cme get enough to eat. He 
is now on the Alabama at Hampton Roads, 
I am told that his father has not 
notified him of Annie’s death. 

Mr. and Mrs. Townley expressed great 
indignation when informed of Mrs. Clark's 
statements. They refused to admit that 
Miss Townley had died from poison, but 
confirmed the story that her mind had been 
affected for some time. 
“Mrs. Clark is only too glad to make 
trouble for me,” said Mr. Townley. 
“When my first wife was living she and 
her family used to be here half the time. 
There is no truth in her story that my 
children were starved. My boy did not 
leave home until she coaxed him away, and 
he did not stay long with her. He came 
back here before he entered the navy.”’ 
In proof of his words, Mr. Townley pro- 
duced a letter written by bis son on board 
the Alabama on Sept. . I was such a let- 
ter as any affectionate son might write to 
his father, and contained many friendly ex- 
pressions toward Mrs. Townley. 
Mr. Townley is 55 years old, but looks 10 
years older. e has suffered from epilepsy 
for seven years. His wife is a handsome

The Lions Are the Greatest Nuisance, 
However, and Thirty of the Build- 
es Have Been Killed by the 
“King of Beasts.“ 


LONDON, Oct. 8.—Probably there is no 
other stretch of country on earth that 
could produce so many oddities in the way 


of queer men and strange beasts as the 
500 miles of jungle, wilderness, swamp 
and the mountains which the new Uganda 
railway, now. nearing completion, ‘will cross 
on its way from Mombasa on the eastern 
coast of Africa to Port Florence on the 
Shore of Lake Victoria Nyanza. . 
Undoubtedly this line would have been 
finished long ago if it had not been neces- 
Smary .every once in a while for the en- 
tire engineering force to drop work and go 
off on a lion hunt, repel an attack on the 
part of some savage native tribe or head 
off an invasion by elephants; likewise the 
service on the completed part of the line 
would now be more perfect were it not 
incumbent upon the engineers to bring 
their trains to a halt every now and then 
and summon thé entire train force to 
reg & rhinoceros or hippopotamus off the 
rack. 
Building a railroad across Uganda would 
have been the biggest kind of a job, even 
if the natural difficulties of the country— 
most of it.an utterly unknown region a 
comparatively short time ago—had been 
the only ones with which the constructors 
had to grapple, for its forests and jungles 
are almost imyenetrable,. malaria staiks 
abroad in its swamps, the sides of many of 
the mounfains which it has been necessary 
to cross are almost perpendicular, and in 
some sections roaring torrents innumer- 
able dispute the progress of the engineer. 
But as if all this were not enough, 
Ugande is also the native heath of the 
tsetse fly, deady enemy of beasts of burden, 
horse and ox alike, and also of the “‘jig- 
ger,“ the no less insatiable insect torturer 
of man. The activity of the first pest made 
it necessary to transport all materials used 
in building the first. 250 miles of the line 
on the backs of native carriers,“ but the 
attacks of the “jiggers’’ upon these men 
were so fierce, especially on the soles of 
their feet, that hundreds of the carriers

place. Five native laborers had deserted 
and, taking their guns with them, started 
back toward the coast. One night, while 
sleeping under a tree, they were set upon 
by several lions and promptly made the 
best of their way up into the low hanging 
branches. Accordingly the lions sat them- 
selves down under the tree and waited pa- 
tiently until one by one the miserable men 
above, exhausted or discouraged by weak- 
ness and hunger, let go their hold and fell 
to the ground, there to be torn to pieces 
and eaten. One man only was able to stick 
it out until the lions grew tired of walit- 


ng. 

Most of the lions along the Uganda Rall- 
way are maneless. They are getting quite 
accustomed to the rush of trains and the 
scream of the locomotive, and it is no un- 
common sight for engineers to see one or 
two of the beasts calmly discussing a dead 
zebra or gemsbok 2 a few rods from the 
line. Their favorite haunt is in the great 
tracts of high grass, and when the natives 
are obliged to cross these they join in a 
most informal and blood-curdling yell, with 
the object of frightening off any lions that 
may be out in search of a meal. In such 
parties the native who is in the lead carries 
a long staff or the branch of a tree, which 
he holds aloof, so that the members of the 
party, by keeping an eye upon it, can avoid 
straying from the main 2 
The native tribes in the country through 
which the railway runs gave trouble from 
the first, and it was necessary that every 
company of engineers and porters should 
be accompanied by a strong guard to beat 
off their attacks. It had been expected 
that the tribes along the route would be 
depended upon to furnish men who would 
be willing to work as orters for pay, 
but this proved to have been a delusion. 
The nativés declined the proffered employ- 
ment. Their food, chiefly in the shape -of 
bananas, grew wild about them; they had 
women to do all that was necessary, wh 
should they work? e engineers foun 
that even in districts where famine pe 
veiled they could get practically no help 
from the natives. 

They are odd folk, these natives of Ugan- 
da, no less in their ideas than in costume. 
This generally consists of a breech clout 
and a short cloak dangling down their 
backs, while from the slits of their ears de- 
pene all sorts of queer and ponderous 
hings, including ompy cans and jam pots. 

Of all the tribes with whom the builders 
of the nap ie A have come into contact none 
is queerer than the Msal. They disdain 
fruit as food and live entirely on meat, 
while their only drinks are milk and blood, 
The king is a crafty old character, who 
keeps the uppes hand of them partly 
through shrewdness and partly by work- 
ing on their superstitions: Every once in a 
while he publicly takes a copious dose of a 
certain drug, which the natives call the 
royal medicine and belleve would kill any 
one else. The only effect which it has on 
the wing. however, is to throw him into a 
trance in which he makes startling com- 
munications regarding both future events 
and what is happening in distant parts of 
the country. This he is enabled to do by 
maintaining unknown to his people a sur- 
prisingly perfect secret service of runners, 
who scour his domain from end to end. 
Thus when the king announces in his trance 
that an enemy is approaching from the 
west and the warriors go forth to meet 
him the fact that the foe is discovered just 
where the king foretold he would be natur- 
ally impresses them not a little.

The battle was between the Chadwells 
and the Morgans, who have been enemies 
since the outbreak of the civil war, dur- 
ing which the 30 Morgans and 40 Chadwells 
have been killed. It occurred while church 
services were in progress. The battle was 
brought around a spring several hundred 
yards from the church. 

Rush Morgan went to the spring alone 
from the church to get a drink. 

He was fired on from a thickly wooded 
hill. It is believed he was killed while in 
the act of drinking. His revolver was half 
wav drawn. 

The killing was not urexpected. The two 
factions have been under arms for months. 

The Chadwells and the Morgans live with- 
in.a mile of each other. Last spring one 
of the younger Chadwell boys, it is alleged. 
tneulted Asa Morgan's little daughter. he 
factions clashed at that time, but blood- 
shed was prevented by the old father of 
the Morgan boys, a man beloved by both 
factions. 

The Morgan clansman received warning 
Saturday night that they would be at- 
tacked, and, having ail their henchmen in 
readines, they made a rush for the spring 
as soon as the shot which killed Rush Mor- 
gan was fired. 

They became easy * for the Chad- 
wells. Henry Morgan, before he had taken 
two hundred steps, was shot dead. James 
Brooks, a member of Morgan faction, 
started forward to get the men to lay down 
their weapons. e was shot and was 
forced to seek cover. ‘ 

John Morgan, though 1 * wounded. 
ordered his men to clear the thicket. His 
followers grimly obeyed him. John received 
another shot in the breast and fell on his 
face. The woods were riddled with shot 
in every direction, after which the Morgan 
faction retreated. 

The feud between the Chadwell and Mor- 
gans has been intermittent. 

The Chadwells were members of con- 
federate army. while the Morgans wore the 
blue. After the war they continued their 
enmity. They fought, make up and re- 
main friends some times for years, then 
renew their enmity. 

Their last fight. previous to the one at 
Big Springs, occurred last Christmas at 
Walnut Hill, Va. One man was killed and 
several wounded.

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THE NEW CANAL TREATY. 

The report that the United States and Great Britain have 
reached an agreement on the isthmian canal question is a not 
unexpected announcement. > 

As given out, the treaty in substance abrogates the troublesome 
and much-discussed Clayton-Bulwer treaty, which was always 
a bone of contention and‘ was really a hindrance to the enter- 
prise. It provides for the neutrality of the canal, which shall be 
open in time of peace to ships of all nations on equal terms; this 
neutrality, apparently, is guaranteed by the United States alone. 
In time of war the United States government may close the canal 
to the enemy’s ships, and further reserves the right to take 
such steps for its own protection as it may deem proper.” 

This seems to give the Washington government everything 
that has been contended for for half a century. The canal is 
to be built and controlled by the United States. The treaty like- 
wise seems to be an emphatic reassertion of the Monroe doctrine. 

In this connection the London Spectator, which usually refiects 
controlling English opinion, observed, not long since, that the 
“Monroe dectrine is in no sense injurious” to British interests. 
It further argued that the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, while 
it nominally gave Great Britain a right of veto, was, in fact, 
detrimental to the interests of that empire. What we have 
to consider,“ said the Spectator, “is not our abstract rights in 
the matter, but our material interests. If it appears that it is 
to our interest that the canal should be made, let us not stand 
in our own light and talk big about the Clayton-Bulwer treaty.” 

This generous acknowledgement is itself evidence of the friendly 
feeling prevailing among Englishmen for the United States. And 
the conclusion of the treaty is a happy ending of a controversy 
which has always contained the possibilities of a more serious 
strife. 
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There is scarcely any limit to the evils that come of extremes 
in politics. The L. & N. Railroad is now petitioning 4 United 
States district judge in Jackson County, Mo., to transfer a dam- 
age suit of $232,000 from that county because, it is alleged, the 
people there believe the railroad company to have been implicated 
in the assassination of Senator Goebel. It is bad for a railroad to 
go into politics and it is bad for people to be prejudiced against 
railroads. 
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The British soldier certainly fights admirably, but the Boer 
is desperate and is fighting for home and country. Thus the 
South African war has been prolonged. It is to be hoped that 
the enlightened people of Great Britain will in the future hold 
the jingoes in check. The war with South Africa might easily 
have been prevented. 
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It appears that the fire escape is a convenience to burglars as 
well as to pérsons endangered by fire. The thieves who got to 
the upper part cf a wholesale hat house on Washington avenue 
went up by the fire escape. The burglar who ascends the fire 
escape downtown is doubtless nearly related to the one that 
climbs the back porch in the residence districts. 
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On hearing of Gen. Alger’s book, Gen. Miles declared that 
“there are many transactions in Mr. Alger’s administration of 
the War Department as rotten as beef pulp in the can.” Now 
if Gen. Miles will write a book we may come to know a great 
deal that ought to have been made known in 1898. 
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The Chicago man who shot into both walls of his stomach, 
just as the assassin shot into the walls of President McKinley's 
stomach, is said to be recovering. Instead of closing the wounds, 
as was done in the President’s case, the surgeons left them 
open and no solid food has been allowed the patient. 
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If 40,000 tons of potatoes, worth $1,000,000, have been raised this 
year in the State of Washington by irrigation, the irrigation 
orators will have a clinching fact to work into their speeches in 
Congress the coming winter. 7

The inroads of the aggressive American

players, seem to have aroused the latter 
organization, at last, to the fact that if it 
would maintain its former prestige it must 
do a little hustling on its own hook.

At 6:45 the next morning, in the gray 
dawn of a cold December day, we were 
tumbled out of our warm berths onto the 
frost-clad platform to meet Mr. Washing- 
ton, Mayor Robinson, Editor Hare and oth- 
er prominent citizens of the town of Tuske- 
gee. A long string of vehicles, all of ev- 
ery description, all prettily decorated with 
tri-colored bunting. American flags and 
portraits of McKinley, were in waiting, and 
every one could have had an entire con- 
veyance to themselves, so bountifully had 
Mr. Washington provided for the trans- 
porting of his distinguished guests from 
the station to the college grounds. His 
thousand students, all prettily uniformed, 
wers here, there and everywhere, indefati- 
gable as their president in their efforts to 
serve and entertain, and no white hosts or 
hostesses could have been more courteous 
in attending to, and more thoughtful in 
forestalling, every want of their guests, 
than were these refined and educated Af- 
ricans during all the time of our visit. 
Here, again, Mr. McKinley’s tact and 
good taste showed themselves. 

“Oh, dear me! Must we say ‘Mr.’ Wash- 
ington?’’ exclaimed one of the ladies of 
our party, unconsciously betraying her 
southern jrejudices. ‘‘To be sure, we are 
his guests, but—“ 

“Hush!” {interrupted her 
Washington will hear vou.“ 
Whether or not Mr. McKinley heard the 
words I cannot say; but my private opin- 
ion is that he did, for he was very acute 
of hearing, as well as judicious in action. 
We were standing on the platform at the 
time, and the President was not far away, 
speaking to Booker Washington. 

I glanced at the President's face and 
its expression never changed. But —— the 
Speaker was a lady, and —— Mr. McKinley 
could make his face as stolid as an iron 
mask when he chose.

A Broad 
Hint on Etiquette. 


He move a few steps away from 
Washington, then turned and said in a 


clear tone, considerably louder than his 
customary voice: ‘“‘Mr. Washington!

Washington drew near and the President 
continued his conversation with him. 

But, in that one word, Mr. McKinley had 
given brevet rank to Booker T. Washington 
for all time; and had set the “presidential 
etiquette’ for us to follow. For that day, 
at least, the courteous, cultured African 
was Mr.“ Washington to one and all, even 
the supercilious “‘lady from Virginſa“ con- 
descending to follow the President’s exam- 
ple. And very modestly and manfully our 
noble-hearted. host received this meed of 
courtesy from his quondam masters of the 
Anglo-Saxon race. 

The entire town of Tuskegee was deco- 
rated with” myriads of triumphal arches; 
and as we drove through arch after arch 
of tri-colored decorations, supported b 
palmetto posts, entwined with Spanis 
moss, and surmounted by panel pictures 
of the President and other members of the 
famous party, the President again and 
again commented warmly upon Mr. Wash- 
ington’s taste and skill and thanked him for 
the time and effort expended so profusely. 

A spacious platform, prettily decorated, 
had been built on the edge of the cam- 
pus and provided with seats. Here we 
viewed the long and beautiful arade 
which Mr. Washington had arranged. ‘rhe 
parade, uniquely conceived and elabor- 
ately executed, was composed of some 
fifty floats, prettily decorated, each rep- 
resenting some department of study as 
taught in the Industrial Institute, such as 
carpentering, cabinet making, etc., for the 
boys; and dairying, housekeeping, etc., for 
the girls; upon each float was a teacher 
ania class in full operation, from tle tiny 
kindergartners down to the maaual labor 
already mentioned. 

After which, the thousand und twelve 
pupils of the school, all in line, passed in 
Swift review before us; the boys in mili- 
tary formation, held their caps in then 
right hands extended over their left 
breast, until past the president, then, with 
a quick, uniform maneuver, replaced them 
on their heads and marched on 

Here occurred another pretty tInicdent, 
showing Mr.#McKinley’s delicate chivalry 
and deference to his invalid wife.

The moment Mr. McKinley saw this, he 
arose, bowed with that rare smile which 
the sight of his wife's face always brought 
upon the stern-set, Napolenic visage of the 
president, then seating himself, deliberately 
removed his tall silk beaver and held it 
in his lap throughout the entire time. 
Thus was presented the strange, yet 
soul-stirring spectacle, of the president of 
the United States sitting bare-headed on 
a cold December day while a band of Af. 
rican youth passed before him, baring their 
own heads as they passed, while across the 
way, reclining in her carriage, her pale, 
sweet face turned ever on her illustrious 
husband, sat an American queen, who was 
always to her husband what she was for a 
brief period of time to all the nation 'the 
first lady in the land!” 

When the parade was over Mr. McKinle 
turned to Mr. Washington and said, with 
pleased emphasis: Mr. Washington, that 
speaks more 2 that a thousand 
set speeches; and’’—as his eyes twinkled 
with fun—‘‘is much more entertaining!“ 
Next we adpourned to the pretty school 
chapel, where a special program had been 
arranged by Mr. Washington for the delec- 
tation of the presidential party and hig 
guests. Some of the music was written and 
composed for the occasion by the teachers 
and scholars of the institute. 

The chapel was filled with the students, 
intelligent-faced, neatly dressed roung 
women and young men, all seated in or- 
derly array: and in the rear of the hall 
were gathered groups of the ‘‘old-time 
darkles.“ white-headed men and bandana- 
headed women, lending picturesqueness to 
the scene. 

Upon the platform were seated the guests 
in due order of precedence—President Me- 
Kinley alone in front, his cabinet and mili- 
tary officers in the row just behind; beyond 
these the ladies and men of the Alabama

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volumed voices of the students rose in that 
luscious, swaying, crooning harmony pecu- 
liar to the African race, full of subtle 
rhythm and melody, Mr. McKinley’s stern- 
set Napoleonic visage grew bland as an in- 
fant waking from sleep.

Seated on the speaker’s rostrum of the 
house, within the very room whose famous 
walls had resounded, long ago, to bitter de- 
nunciations of Northern Yankees’’ and 
acrimoniousdebate over ‘States’ rights,“ 
and had often echoed with rebel“ cheers 
for ‘“‘secession’ victories and loyal oaths to 
support 'the president of the Confederacy,’’
